Cherokee Princess Gave ‘Both 
to Art Dealer, Whose 
Daughter Charged Larceny. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—To sat- 
isfy the romantic inclination of 
George H. A. Ainslie, Fifth avenue 
art dealer, bald, bespectacled and 
in his sixties, “Sunshine Rider,” 
princess of the Cherokee Indian 
nation, known also as Princess Na- 
talie Unkalunt, decorated his home 
with autumn wild flowers and 
made him 15 gallons of saver 
kraut, she testified today at her 
hearing on charges of grand lar- 
ceny. 

The charges were brought§ Py 
Ainslie’s daughter, Mrs. Lucie Ben- 
edict, who accused “Sunshine Rid- 
er” of trying to work her way into 
Ainslie’s affections. Mrs. Benedict 
claims the Indian Princess stole 
silks and other expensive’ stuffs 
from the Ainslie home. 

Proposed Marriage, She Says. 

Ainslie. the defendant testified, 
urged her to visit his summer 
home at Ardsley-on-the-Hudson 
after she previously had refused to 
return there because he proposed 
marriage to her. At last. she said, 
she yielded to his importunities, 
and visited Ardsley. “I decorated 
his home,” the Princess said, “with 
wild flowers and foliage from,the 
autumn hills. And I made him 15 
gallons of sauer kraut. peeled po- 
tatoes and put up many iars of 
pickled peppers. He said the place 
was not the same without me.” 
The hearing was held in the lit- 
tle Magistrate Court in Mulberry 
street, where it will be decided if 
the Cherokee Princess is to be 
held to the grand jury. 

The girl said she had thought 
Ainslie’s interest in her was in- 
spired by a mutual tnterest in art. 
She was disillusioned, she testified, 
when, one day, he took her for a 
walk near Ardsley. and while seat- 
ed on a “romantic rock” there, he 
confided his hope that she would 
marry him. 

“If that is your motive.” the wit- 
ness testified she answered, “in in- 
viting me to your home and your 
art galleries, I must cease my vis- 


its. My art is everything to me. 
Then, there is a difference in our 
ages, and we also have different 


points of view on life.” 

He begged her, the Princess, said. 
not to let his proposal end their 
friendship. So. she said, their re- 
lations continued for a while oa 
purely business planes. 

Again Professed Love. 

On the night before her arres*, 
“Sunshine Rider” continued, she 
was asleep in the Ainslie summer 
home, when Ainslie. in a dressing 
gown, entered her room unbidden 
and seized her shoulder at the same 
time professing his love for her. 
“Ever since my dog Toby died,” 
she quoted him as saying while he 
gripped her shoulders, “I have had 
a premonition that I am going to 
lose you. I love you.” 

Articles Mrs. Benedict accused 
her of stealing from the Ainslie 
home. she said, were in reality her 
own. She told where she had 
bought some of the trinkets. 

J. A. Barbre of Muskogee, for- 
merly chairman of the State Board 
of Elections of Oklahoma, and the 
Princess’ brother-in-law, came to 
New York, he said “to see that 
justice was done.” His tall three- 
gallon hat provoked much com- 
ment among the tenement dwellers 
of Mulverrs street. Barbre_ told 
reporters he considered the charges 
against “Sunshine” ridiculous. 

“Why.” he said, “she never even 
had a sweetheart. She's religious.”

PRINCE WAGRAM'S 
DAUGHTER FIGHTS 
FOR HIS FORTUNE 


Natural Offspring of Late 
Bearer of Napoleonic 
Title Was Legitimatized

PARIS, Nov. 10.—Monique Wel- 


fon Was little more than a golden- 
haired baby when her mother won 
for her the right to bear the prince- 
ly name that still has a magic 
clang for Frenchmen proud of 
their military glories. 

Now she ts a bright and beauti- 
ful girl of 10, intelligent and with 
sufficent expgrience in life to aid 
her mother in the second fight on 
her behalf—this time for the fam- 


ily fortune and estates handed 
down with the ttile. 
Monique's father was Louis 


Marie Philippe Alexander Berthier. 
Prince de Wagram, a grandson of 
the first Napoleon’s Marshal, chief 
of the Emperor’s headquarters 
staff and victor in the Battle of 
Wagram. The last title holder was 
a gallant cavalry Captain, who 
worthily upheld the family military 
record in the World War and fell 
fighting on the Chemin des Dames, 
in the spring of 1918. 

In his pocket was a photograph 
of his little daughter, Monique, and 
an unmailed letter to the mrother, 
overflowing with tenderness for 
both. 

No Marriage Oecremony. 

The Prince was a free-thinker. 
Scoffing at social conventions, he 
had loved a girl cf good bourgeoise 
family and had taken her as his 
life’s companion without any re- 
ligious or civil formality. Her 
real name was concealed under the 
pseudonym of Mme. Welson and 
society accepted the union with an 
indulgence not asked for by the 
proud and strong-willed descendant 
of the Napoleonic warrior. 

After the Captain’s death, Mme. 
Welson had little difficulty in in- 
ducing the courts to legitimize 
Monique as the daughter of the 
Prince, and now she is pleading 
before an Appeals Court to have it 
modify the Prince's will in the 
daughter’s favor so that the girl 
may have—to the full extent of the 
French law—her share in his for- 
tune as the legally recognized 
heiress. 


Although not having recognized 
her in the manner required by law. 
the Prince had left 6,000,000 francs 
(approximately ($312,000), to 
Monique and ihe rest of his 
fortune—14,000,000 francs—to his 
sisters, the Princess de la Tour 
dqd’Auvergne and the Princess 
Jacques de Brogliio. Mme. Wel- 
son claims, however, that as his le- 
gal daughter, Minoque is entitled 
not only to the persona! legacy of 
6.000.000 francs, but also to the 
daughter’s legal portion of the 
family inheritance, which doubles 
the suin bequeathed. 

The Prince’s sisters argue his 
respect for traditions would have 
restrained him from abandoning 
the family estate into the hands of 
strangers. 

Hostile to Traditions. 

To which Maitre Henri Robert, 
leadé: of the French bar, replies 
on behalf of Monique that the 
Prince was notoriously hostile to 
all traditions. In his letters he 
mocked the nobility and their prej- 
udices. His whole life was a pro- 
test against social! conventions. 

Instead of living in the stately 
Wagram mansion. he preferred 
to share Mme. Welson’s modest 
home. Of advanced political ideas. 
he helped finance one of the 
French Liberalist organs, the Tou- 
louse Dispatch. and itn one of his 
last letters expressed the wish that 
his daughter should become a free 
thinker like himself, and a Vol- 
tairian. 

As a conclusive argument, Mo- 
nique’s lawyer revealed that the 
Prince had extended his antitradi- 
tionalism even to art and had re- 
placed the family portraits by the 
works of modern artists like 
Renoir, Sisley and Vanegh.

WOULD USE IMBRIE

State Department Makes Pro- 
posal to Teheran for Schol- 
arships in VU. S.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Rep- 
arations due to the United States 
from Persia as a result of the mur- 
der of American Vice Consul Im- 
brie would be devoted to educa- 
tion of Persian students in this 
country under a proposal advanced 
by the State Department. 

The department today made 
public a note delivered yesterday 
tc the Persian Government, pro- 
posing that the $110,000, which 
Persia has agreed to pay to meet 
expenses of the trip of an Ameri- 
can warship for the return of the 
body to this country be devoted to 
“the establishment of a trust fund, 
to be utilized for the education of 
Persian students at institutions of 


higher learning in the United 
States.” This would tend, the note 
said, “to promote the friendly re- 


lations between the two countries.” 

The American note also ex- 
pressed gratification at the meas- 
ures which are being taken by the 
Persian Government to carry out 
*he sentences passed by the milili- 
tary tribunal in the case of those 
found guilty of participating in the 
attack on Vice Consul Imbrie. It 
added a word of acknowledgment 
for the payment of $60,000 to Im- 
brie’s widow.

SURPRISED FOUR MEN 
ROBBING ANOTHER 


He and Patrolman With 
Him Fired On—One of 
the Highwaymen Cap- 
tured at Scene. 


Four young men participated 
in a series of highway robberies 
Friday and Saturday nights, which 
ended in the critical wounding of 
Police Sergeant Robert E. Woody, 


who interrupted their last “job.” 

Sergt. Woody, who is 57 years 
old, resides at 3527 Park avenue, 
and is attached to the Angelica 
Sfreet District, is in city hospital 
with a fighting chance for recov- 
ery. One of the bhighwaymen shot 
him in the abdomen. A policeman 
gave him blood iz a transfusion 
yesterday. 

Sergt. Woody and Patrolmaa 
Henry W. Wliese were on their 
rounds at 2:15 a. m. yesterday, 
driving a police automobile in aa 
alley near Red Bud avenue and 
Penrose street, when an automo 
bile speeded east in Penrose. They 
saw atrail of fire behind it, 
coming from ‘underneath. They 
pursued it two blocks east, and at 
Fair avenue and Penrose street 
found it had stopped and ‘ts fow 
occupants were out, holding up the 
driver of a car at the curb, Elmer 
Postel of 3021 Utah street. 

Surprise Robbers at Work. 

The policemen, who were in 
uniform, drew their revolvers. 
leaped, from their car, and erted. 
“Stick ‘em up.” One or more of 
the robbers opened fire, to which 
the policemen responded, about a 
dozen shots being fired, Sergt 
Woody fell, wounded. Three of 
the robbers ran away, but the 
fourth dropped his revolver and 
surrendered to Patrolman Wiese 

Meanwhile, the robbers’ car was 
burning,,to destruction. Presun:- 
ably the blaze started from defec- 
tive wiring or an overheated ex- 
haust. 

The man who surrendered is 
Nicholas Hare, 24, of 3605 Page 
boulevard. Yesterday he signed a 
written confession of the two-night 
round of holdups by himself ani 
three companions. The others, he 
said, were Clay Cratty, 22, of 24414 
North Spring avenue; Albert Gre- 
gori, 21, and Edward Silvi, 21. Crat- 
ty was arrested an hour after the 
shooting by a policeman who foun’ 
him with a slight bullet wound in 
the thigh on Fair avenue, in the 
vicinity. 

Two Sought in Case. 


Hare declared he was satisfied 


it was Cratty who shot Serg’. 
Woody. Postel, the man held up, 
said Cratty was on the running 


board of his car and was the men 
who shot Sergt. Woody. The robbers 
were trying to obtain Postel’s car 
because of the fire in their old one. 
Cratty, who is held at the Angell- 
ca Street Station, denies connec- 
tion with the shooting or the series 
of holdups. Gregori and Silvi are 
being sought for questioning. 

At the hospital Hare and Cratty 
were taken before the wounded 
Sergeant, who indicated they were 
in the party of robbers. 

Sergt. Woody expressed anxiety. 
at the hospital, that the Police 
Board should know the helpful 
part his subordinate, Patrolma. 
Wiese, played in the affair. Chief 
of Police O’Brien, who called *o 
comfort him, assured him that the 
board would be told. The chief 
ordered that no expense be spared

FOR MAIL ROBBERY 


Colbeck and 11 Others Ac- 
cused of $54,000 Holdup 
of Postmaster at Staun- 
ton, Ill. 


COURTHOUSE IS 
HEAVILY GUARDED 


Officers at All Doors and 


Windows — Defense to 
Ca]ll Chief Hoagland as 
Witness.

QUINCY, Ill., Nov. 10.—With st. 
Louis detectives, United States 
Deputy Marshals and Adams Coun- 
ty deputies guarding every door 
and window, the trial of “Dinty’’ 
Colbeck, Egan gang leader and 
Fifth Ward Democratic City Com- 
mitteeman of St. Louis, and eight 
of his followers and associates, 
charged with che $54,000 mail rob- 


bery at Staunton, IIl., May 26, 1923, 
began here today before Federal 
Judge Louis Fitzhenry. 

Court convened and the clerk be- 
gan calling the jury at 10:30 a. m. 
Fifty veniremen were to he ex- 
amined by counsel for Government 
and defense today, and the taking 
of testimony will begin either late 
today or tomorrow morning. 

The Defendants. 

Besides Colbeck the defendants 
are “Chippy” Robinson, “Red” 
Smith, Steve Ryan and Oliver 
Dougherty, all Egan gang mem- 
bers; Gus Dietmeyer, an associa‘e 
of the gang: “Red’’ Lanham buasi- 
ness agent of the 8t. Louls Team- 
sters’ Union; Frank Hacketha! of 
Madison, Il., and “Cotton” &ppe.s- 
hetmer, Cuckoo gangster and asso- 
clate of the Egan gang. 

Besides these, five other men 
were named ine the indictment, 
among them Ray Renard, former 
Egan gangster, who will be the 
Government’s chief witness. Ren- 
ard, who is serving a seven-year 
sentence at Atlanta prison for 
freight car robbery. was the chief 
witness in the trial of the five Egan 
gangsters at St. Louls in a mal! 
robbery case which closed last 
week with a hung jury. 


“Sticky’’ Hennessey, Egan gangster 
and intimate of Eppelsheimer, who 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent about a year ago. Isadore 
Londe, another defendant and in- 
timate of Hennessey, ts serving 
term in a Michigan prison and wii! 
not be tried here. Lee Turner, 
aviator-gunman and fourteenth de- 
fendant, is still at large. 
Iid on Roadhouses, 

Before the case was called today 
Sheriff Grubb announced he had 
issued an order that the lid be 
clamped down on roadhouses and 
other resorts at which questiona ,le 
characters congregate, so that the 
chances of disorder might be re- 
duced to a minimum. 

Thomas Saatkamp of Staunton, 
who also is under indictment, is 
said to be ready to appear as a Gov- 
ernment witness. The Government 
contends he gave the tip to the 
robbers on the money shipment 
which Postmaster G. Roberts 
would have in his possession. It 
is reported Saatkamp is ready tv 
tell the jury who received the tip 
and the circumstances of the rob- 
bery with which he is charged with 
being familiar. 


Eppelsheimer Handcuoffed. 

Eppelsheimer, the only one of 
the defendants who had been un- 
able to make bond, was brought to 
th Federal Bullding shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock. He was neatly 
dressed in a new blue serge suit, 
but he was handcuffed. On Oct. 
7 last he made an attempt to es- 
cape from the jail by taking a key 
from his jailer’s pocket. 

Chief of Detectives Hoagland of 
St. Louis is here as a witness for 
the defense, and wil! be questioned 
by the defense lawyers in thelr at- 
tempt to break down Renard’s tes- 
timony. The defense will seek to 
show by Hoagland, Capt. William 
Stinger and other officers of the 
St. Louis Police Department, that 
Renard bore a bed reputatior. and 
that his statements are not depend- 
able. 

Renard is expected to tell the 
story of the actual robbery at 
Staunton, ag a participant. In thi« 
respect. it is expected, his testi- 
mony will be stronger than it w's 
in the St. Louis case. where he 414 
not directly admit participation in 
the actua! robbery. 

Gangsters in Stateroom. 

Colbeck, Ryan, Robinson, Smith 
and Dougherty occupied a Puliman 
stateroom on the ride ‘rom S&S 
Louis yesterday afternoon, while 
lawyers, detectives and witness 
occupied less expensive accommo- 
dations. Arriving at «a hotel 
the defendants waited unti! che

A quick and simple, yet warm 
dish is grilled sardines made by 
heating 12 sardines, drained of 
most of their oil, in the chafine- 
dish. turning them frequently.

An excellent use for remnants of 
cold veal. lamb, chicken or game 
is to make a rechauffe.
